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Specification

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper 
case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the section 
heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should follow the section heading: 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
specification unless the title is provided in an application data sheet. The 
title of the invention should be brief but technically accurate and 
descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters. 

(b) Cross-References to Related Applications : See 37 CFR 1.78 and MPEP 
§201.11. 

(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research and Development : 
See MPEP §310. 

(d) The Names Of The Parties To A Joint Research Agreement : See 37 CFR 
171(g). 

(e) Incorporation-By-Reference Of Material Submitted On a Compact Disc: 
The specification is required to include an incorporation-by-reference of 
electronic documents that are to become part of the permanent United 
States Patent and Trademark Office records in the file of a patent 
application. See 37 CFR 1.52(e) and MPEP § 608.05. Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and 
tables having more than 50 pages of text were permitted as electronic 
documents on compact discs beginning on September 8, 2000.

This item may also be 
titled "Background Art." 

(g) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(d). A brief 
summary or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. 
The summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed 
toward the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary 
may point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claims must be in one sentence 
form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

The applicant is requested to note that the submitted claims have been numbered 
as claims 1-3 with claim 1 consisting of lines 1-4, claim 2 consisting of lines 5 and 6 and 
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claim 3 consisting of lines 7 and 8 as applicant's paragraphs and indenting appear to 
show separate claims. Clarification is required. 

The claims fail to present any structure for the "sensiball" that allows the user to 
monitor the ball's location on the playing surface. The claims merely recite the 
advantages of invention and mention the use of GPS satellite tracking or laser 
technology, they fail to recite any structure for the ball that creates these advantages or 
actually define how the GPS or laser technology is incorporated or used with the ball. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by August et 
al. (6,652,284). Regarding claim 1, August et al. disclose a system for assisting coaches 
in the game of football (column 3, lines 33-54) including using global positioning 
receivers within the play objects (column 6, lines 10-22). The game objects are the balls

that are used in that particular game (column 4, lines 6-17). The global positioning 
receivers are used to identify the location of the ball on the field. 

Regarding claim 2, the claim relates to the intended use of the global positioning 
receiver within the game ball. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention 
must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in 
order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior ait. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim 
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drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference 
as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 
1967) and In re Otto, 312 R2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

Regarding claim 3, the use of the global positioning receiver within the football 
would more accurately identify the location of the ball in comparison to a player's, 
coaches' or referee's ability to identify the location of the football.
